Taxation- 

The people of ihc iVraiiilmul nro en- 
joying the lu:tury of n dose of frcHh tax- 
ation; and Vie heur they aro inakiiiL; 
■wry faoea orev it. At once and for th ( 
firat tiraetlieWiia litind Tax riuI th. 
Kond Tax have fallen upon thuni. 
yheso two taios toj^-ethor innko a hcavv 
eliargG, from six to oi^^htcoiihij an aero, 
iu some instanccH even inori!, ujion 
Buch lands aa fall under the operations

4li«in.<!ri3iefirst of these tares 'is an 
• '14117 liloitjm " one ot one per cent, on 
the assessed value of tlio hiud. The se- 
cond is a speoifie tax two dollars for 
the first ten acres, or under, and four 
centa for every acre over the ten. On 
160 acres, , ^e,^gj. of a claim vent ot 
the CttBCfli^' Bange, this tax amounts 
to $8 a year. On 320 acres, the size 
of%'claini on the 'east of the L'ascaile 
Kange, it amounts to $14 40. 
The two together make a very 
conaidenible tax upon land.' In so far 
asttlfesiittrniecis coaoerned, -we shall 
nof'bi'^pedfcbd to feel lisuteh sy mpatl ly 
for. those who fall under its operations, 
inasmtich as it is dcsignetl to catch the 
speculator, the nian who buys up wdd 
lands and holds them for . purposes of 
speculation, But, in order to be quite 
iuBt,iaBd wo desire to bo just even to 
mfii.'Hllb speculator ouj^ht to be able 
to realize that ho directly shrros in the 
expenditure of the revenue tiierefroni 
accruing. The true theory of a Wild 
LandTax is really this : The landia com- 
poUad to contribute its quota towards 
defraying the expanses of road aiul 
otj^er local improvements w liercby its 
value is being constantly enhanced, 
80 that the holder may not be iu a po- 
sition, to profit by tlio toil of his 
neighbor (the actnal settler), without 
ionfcributing something towards im- 
provements which must inevitably in- 
cre"ase'the Value of his estate. So long, 
therefore,' as theprinclplesupou which 
the tax rests are not violated, so long 
as the owner r iceives anything like an 
equivalent in the form of^ --roads, 
bridges, etc. , in the neighbourhood of 
the land iu respect of ^vhieh tho ta.\ is 
paid, ..there tloe» not appear to ho any real 
grSVaice'td complaiu of; and let this 
oonatitute'aiSiis'werto thecbramnnieatiou 
of our correBpoiidenfc "Alpha," \vliii;li it 
has been thought unnecessary to publish. 
With reapoet tbthe latter, tho principle of 
colleotiog a. Koad Tivswautirst iiitrodueed 
in the tl^en separate Colony of Vancouver 
Island, 'some- thirteen years since. Tliu 
theory ot this tax seems to have been 
Bubsfam^ally.^i |pllawa:,r-5ChB,^ want of 
roJa8"iItHe''rtiral cllstrict!<" was felf, and 
the settlers applied to the Government. 
Tho latter said, -'Help yoursolvcs.aiul wo 
will help you. For every dolhu- you 
riiise aniong.st yourselve.s, we will contri- 
bute one from the general rovomu'." 
Caxyyigg^^out this idea, ap Act was passed 
enabling the settlements, by a -two-thirdt 
petition, to bacom* Road DistflcTa;ff» order 
tliat the road tax might be collGcted from 
allcorapriscd within such iU.'>triL'ts,iuclud- 
ing absentee laud-ownor.s. Umlcr tlii.i 
provision ii number of .= f>itlGnienta did 
petition to be created, and wore created, 
Road Districts; and in tlu'?c the tax con- 
tinued to' be collected and, duplicated by 
the Ooverament, expended in tho ro- 
spectiro districts witli more or le.ss satis- 
faction to the people directly concerned. 
This is thoposition in which last scssimi 
foand matiS^ During last sesssion, tho 
GoTb'inmfflft-Dronght in a Bill which ex- 
tended tho operations of tho Act over tho 
Mainland and denuded the huv of Die 
Toluutiiry principle, enipowerinc' tlie 
Governor in Council, by pi-oclaniaiian , to 
.create any portion or portionj of the 
Mainland into ii Ro:ul District or iJi.strictn, 
■\vithout any rofeience to the wishes ot the 
residents; and those wliu have road the 
Gazette, or, rather, tlio.so who have boon 
called upon to pay tho tax, will know how- 
very quick the Government weru to oxer- 
oifee'tne taxing power taken hy them 
under tho Act of last session. There 
would, perhaps, be little ground for com- 
plaint In' iill' thi^, provided the original 
Bpirif!bf th.eiU5»iwero present in the ad- 
ministration of it now. But such would 
not appear to'be'the'casd. Not only bus 
theiaw basn (divested of the voluntary 
principle, biijitlae object of tho tnj; scums 
to have' been wholly lost sight of, aud 
tho proceeds are dumped into the Provin- 
cial eKohequer with as little compunction 
ns if the niono,v were really II part of tho 
general rovenuo, and, appurcally, without 
any regard whatever for I ho .sjiccial cluiui.s 
of those from whose pockets it has lioon 
taken. In truth, the term "Itoad Tux" 
has come to be a mi.snoraer, and should 
he dropped, The people on the Main- 
land corapldlh, liJJt b6 much beoahso of 
tho enforcement of these taxes, as on ac- 
ooant of the fact that tlie proceeds .iri! ncit 
devoted to tho objecrt intended. Tlioy 
complain less on ueeount of thin frusli 
taxation than hecause no oqnivnlont ac- 
OOmpanioH it. Instead of having largei- 
appropriations for their roads hince lliosc 
n»w road taies have boeii iniposoil 
they, in reality, have loss, and it 
is scarcely surprising that thoy sliould 
grumble. lint, then, the tax-pay- 
er» ought notto forget tliatthem aro more 
portfolios and more Ministers to be mam- 
miie'd'now; and it takes monc}- to do 
that. Aft the Premier put it, last session , 
large salaries ure necessary in order to 
keep up tlio dignity of ]\IiniHtors, and 
niauy Ministers are necessary in order 
to liavo a strong (iovei-iuiioiit, The 
p.SOple. must remember tliat thny "cannot 
keep th{|ln<wb» rajfb|iV^^ 
have'aacniioiiBl Minfsfers and have tho 
rftveouo ovnilal)lo for road-work. Of tho 
two they have '.di<)sen(?) tlio Ministers, 
and mupt lot roads go by default. Tlune 
itfVnd interest, by no means a small one, 
W^oli^ t&i'Okscadcsinjurion.tly and, as it 
•mSf.^m)>S}m?M pSectedl by these 
taxes. We allude to the paat9ral,iQtereBt. 
BttPllhiSkind'Bpfioe'admon)?!!! us 'that a 
diaona'siod' ofithis branch of tlie HTibjcct 
must be reserved for ii future article.
